TO 346,094 MEN ON SEPT. 30 


Of This Total 29,163 Are Now in Eu- 


rope and 2373 on the Sea En 
Route to United States.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—On Sept. 
30 the strength of the United States 
army had been reduced to. 346,094 
officers and men. Of this total 29,- 
163 were in Europe and 2373 on the 
sea en route from Europe. The fig- 
ures do mot include 223 Marines with 
the American Expeditionary force. 
On Sept. 20, 10 days earlier, the 
total number of commissioned of- 
ficers in France was 795 and the 
highest ranking officer was a Colo- 
nel. 

The officers reserve corps now 
aan er 51,470, which is the army’s 
ervoir of officers that may quickly 
called ‘into service in the event 
sudden future emergency. 
Up to Oct. 1 a total of 122,314 
men had enlisted in the army.

Odds Against Agreement. 

It is quite possible that an adjust- 
ment satisfactory to the present Ital- 
jan Government may be reached 
eventually, but the D’Annunzio coup

j may not sign the treaty with Aus- 
| tria or the American Government 
‘may never give its consent to the 
transfer of the territory to Italy or 
vice versa, but so far as reaching 
an adjustment while D’Annunzio re- 
mains in Fiume, the odds are against 
any such result. 

Italy offictally deplores the d’An- 
nunzio incident, but at the same time 
her ministers and delegates seek 
impress the United States Govern- 
ment that unless Fiume is given to 
them, d’'Annunzio will lead a suc- 
cessful revolution.

PARIS, Oct. 4.—Premier Clemen- 
ceau has written E. M. House. a 
mem’ vc of thr American peace dele- 
gation, urging that a meeting of the 
league of nations be held in Wash- 
ington under the chairmanship of 
President Wilson early in November. 
The Premier’s letter, which outlines 
his reusons for the calling of such

I‘ was written Sept. 4, 1919, 
and follows: 

“My Dear Friend: | hope soon 
to have the pleasure of seeing 
you in Paris before your return 
to America, but our friend, 
Capt. Tardieu, says that this is 
not certain, and therefore it 
seems well to communicate to 
you reflections suggested by de- 
cisions to be taken concerning 
the society’ of nations 

“In the first place. it seems to 
me that the first meeting of the 
society in Washington, under the 
presidency of Mr. Wilson. should 
be urgently called at the earli- 
est possible.moment Owing to 
the hopes this society has caused 
to be born and to facilitate the 
solution of international! prob- 
lems facing al! nations, | would 
suggest the meeting be held the 
first week of the coming Novem- 
ber, and would propose the in- 
Vitation of the greatest possible 
number of -statesmen whose 
names were associated with the 
creation of the society of na- 
tions. Undoubtedly there would 
be only a small amount of cur- 
rent business to transact, but the 
program would have this capital 
advantage: It woul put in ac- 
tion the society, which still ex- 
ists only on paper. 

“Finally, don’t vou think it 
would be a great advantage for 
the ex-officio members of the 
society of mations to be enabled 
to exchange views 1 the general 
direction of the line to be pur- 
sued? No man is better quali- 
fied than President Wilson to 
remind the peoples at the open- 
ing of the first assembly that the 
society of nations will have pres- 
tige and influence in.times of 
peace only if it succeeds in 
maintaining and developing the 
feeling of international solidar- 
ity from which it was born dur- 
ing the war at the call of Mr. 
Wilson. I myself shall be happy 
to second him in this task.

the Syrian congregation further to the south. But 
despite the inducements offered by a school of their 
own, some of the parents preferred the American sys- 
tem, and this explains why a goodly number represent- 
ing this ancient race still responds to the daily roll call 
in the School of St. Louis of France. Some of these 
children were born in Asia Minor, but the greater num- 
ber are St. Louisans by birth and allegiance. They 
are quick-witted and eager to learn, which makes the 
work of instructing them .a real pleasure to the teach- 
ers. With the exception of the pupils of Irish, Scotch 
and English parentage, the children do not hear much 
English spoken in their homes, for the very good 
reason that their fathers and mothers have linguistic 
limitation, excluding, through no fault of theirs, the 
vernacular of their adopted country. The children, 
however, are doing a missionary work of their own, in 
teaching their parents enough English for practical 
uses. 

The Chinese contingent attracts more attention than 
the others, because there are so few children of the 
Mongolian family seen in this city. They live in the 
Chinese quarter and rarely hear any English words 
spoken in their home environment. The little girls 
are Toy and Jennie Waum, aged 10 and 9 years re- 
spectively, and their little brother, who is just 5 and 
spending his first year in class, is called Henry, though 
up in Hop Alley, where he is quite a pet, he is given 
another name more befitting a little Celestial.

is no font of learning any- 

where, in this part of the country that can quite 

compare in this respect with the little parish 

institution in the rear of the old Cathedral at 213 Wal- 

nut street. Surrounded by factories and wholesale marts 

of trade, this educational establishment, with its enroll- 

ment of 110 little folks, boasts no fewer than 15 nation- 

alities in its polyglot ensemble, and the three Sis- 

ters of the Loretto order who labor there five days a 

week with this cosmopolitan material, derive much en- 

couragement from the interest and appreciation shown 

by their little patrons. .They also concur fully in the 

opinion of the Right Rev. Monsignor John J. Tannrath, 

rector, and Rev. Phu C. Schulte, assistant rector of 

the Church of St. LoufS of France, as the old Cathedral 

is now called, that the-pupils compare favorably in 

inteHigence and deportment with the best to be found 
in any free or select school in the city. 

With its welcome announcement on the blackboard 
in each of the rooms and its silken American flags very 
much in evidence, the School of St. Louis of France 
each day imparts patriotism and useful instruction 
to young Syrians, Greeks, Armenians, Italians, Hun- 
garians, Poles, Swiss, Scotch, Irish, English, French, 
Portuguese, Belgian, German and Chinese. It is one 
of tHe very few schools outside of New York, Chicago 
and the Far West that numbers Celestials of full blood 
among its wee charges. Here there are three little 
ones of almond eyes—two girls and a boy—who are 
making satisfactory progress and who get along amaz- 
ingly well in study and play with the representatives 
of the other races. These children, hailing from the 


Chinese quarter abutting Hop Alley, were born in. 


St. Louis of parents who came from China, and have 
never attended any other school. Their father died a 
year or two ago and the mother works every day. 
She receives reports regularly of the progress of her 
little girls and boy, and is well pleased with the ad- 
vance they are making with the American system of 
education. 

As Monsignor Tannrath expresses it, the League of

ot the oldest church in the State is a most harmonious 
body, with no thought of any kind of ‘détermination, 
other than is prescribed by Sister Eunice, who directs 
the operations in the classrooms. The children report 
at 8:45 each morning on class days and are dismissed 
at a quarter past 3 each afternoon. Most of the boys 
sell papers, and when the day’s work is over they may 
be seen hurrying to get their stocks of afternoon news- 
papers. The little girls always get home in a hurry 
to help their mothers with the work of the homes. Each 
afternoon when the school day is closed, the teaching 


staff climbs the steep hill leading to Fourth street,“ ‘t 


where a car is taken for the Loretto Convent on Lafay- 
ette avenue, near Grand. On these uphill journeys 8Sis- 
ters Eunice, Florentine and Casiana are invariably at- 
tended by an escort of the pupils. Sometimes as many 
as a score of youngsters see them to the cars, and the 
service seems to be thoroughly enjoyed by both teach- 
ers and pupils. 

Aside from being a school of many people pursuing 
the same quest, this institution is the oldest 
seat of learning in the city and State. No one ques- 
tions its right to the honor of having established the 
first school in this part of the country. When Pierre 
Laclede and his band of pioneers came up the Mis- 
sissippi and founded* St. Louis, they soon realized, 
since they had come to stay and build up a great city, 
that a church and a school were as essential to their 
well-being as the stockades they erected to keep out 
the troublesome Indians, who at first resented the 
coming of the white settlers. Laclede did not have any 
noted architect in his band, but he did not lack men 
who knew how to swing the ax and lay a crude archi- 
trave. There was an abundance of timber on al! sides, 
and with willing hands available the first church, 
built of logs, was opened for services. The little 
school came next. This was back in 1764, and with 
the exception of a period of some 10 years there has 
been a school there ever since. At one time in the 


'40s and ‘50s there were two large establish- 
ments, one of which was conducted for girls 
by a teaching order of sisters, while the boys" 
department, managed by Christian Brothers, 
wis maintained on Second street. At that 
time the Cathedral held the entire block and 
had a goodly sized cemetery surrounding the 
church. This in time passed and the bones 
in the graves were exhumed and placed in 
a large vault under the Cathedral structure. 


In the yard where many types of children 
now play at their games every day, formerly 
rested the mortal remains of the men and—_ 
women who first settled the village that 
to- be the fourth city of America. But this 
fact occasions no awesome feeling among 


They play just like the children of any other 
well-ordered school and there is never any 
absence of vim and spirit. Visitors at this 
old place all have a kind word to say about 
the excellent discipline that is always in evi- 
dence in the rooms and yards. 


But it has been only in comparatively re- 

cent years that the School.of St. Louis of 
France achieved the distinction that came 
with its widely diversified nationality. The 
neighborhood made for this unique showing, 
in view (of the fact that the tongues of most. 
nations are spoken in this part of old St. Louis. 
When the English speaking people moved out of the 
tenements and squalid back-alley rooms, foreigners, 
most of whom were exceedingly poor, moved in, attract- 
ed by the cheap rents and the further inducement of get- 
ting to work without having to pay car fare. Thus » 
it came about that Syrians, Italians. Armenions and 
Greeks were soon establishing neighborly relations 
with Poles, Hungarians, Belgians and Portuguese in a 
section of the city that was occupied by the wealthiest 
families 75 or more years ago. 
When Monsignor Tannrath was placed in charge of 
the pioneer church of St. Louis, he made a survey 
of the entire district between the Levee and Sixth 
street and noticed the scarcity of school accommoda- 
tions for the children of these newcomers and their 
diversified lingual offerings. The schools had followed 
the trend of the population and had gone with the 
hegira to other districts; hence, he deemed it advisable 
to improve the Cathedral's facilities and invite these 
foreigners to send their children. The old school back 
of the church was made as modern as conditions would 
permit and the people of many languages were told 
that they could have their children educated without 
a penny of expense. No charge of any kind was 
made; on the contrary, it was found necessary at times 
to assist a little here and there, to make it possible 
for some of the poorest families to take advantage 
even of the free opportunity that was extended to all. 
The missionary-educational drive bore fruit in the 
form of a greatly augmented attendance, and from a 
little class or two the school has risen to such a rank 
that it surprised many people last year by graduating a 
class of five, qualified in every way to enter the high 
schools. 

This year it opened one week later than the other 
schools, with a slightly decreased attendance, due to 
the withdrawal of some of the Syrians, whose parents 
chose to send them to the institution established by

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Cooking on the open-air camp stoves retains its popularity 
even until the snow flies—How St. Louis families still 
make use of the al fresco: conveniences installed by the 
Park Department — Family parties and a bewildering 
variety of foods that figure in these outings -!- -!- 


O MANY people who make use of the 
public pars the ready-to-use camp stove 
is a popular rallying place. Though the 
tang of autumn drives many of the more 
timid indoors, those who find delight 
in cooking and: eating in the open air, 
are as keen as ever for parties on the 
picnic grounds, in close touch with facilities for mak- 
ing hot coffee, broiling 
wienerwursts, frank- 
fuerters, steaks or any 
other food that must be 
cooked ere it is eaten. 
There are some families 
who have these outings 
reguiarly in Forest 
Park, Waterworks and 
the other parks, where 
rock camp stoves have 
been built to permit 
cooking in the open, 
and they ~ontinue to 
find it enjoyable recre- 
ation until very late in 
the season. 


Saturday afternoons 
there are usually more 
parties than stove ¢a- 
pacity, and in such 
late comers 
have to await their turn. Time thus spent is usually 
employed to advantage in gathering wood, as the 
appetite of the camp type is by no means bound by 
narrow limitations; and besides, it takes a maximum 
of heat to get the grill bars hot enough to broil the 
steak or properly roast the “wienies.”” As a rule, there

T. LOUIS, whose waterfront 
is cluttered with cobblestones, 
switch yards and mud, all 
mingled to make an unloyvely 
spectacle, may well hearken 
to what has been done by 
Davenport, Io., a city to which 
the last census attributed a popula- 
tion just above 48,000. 

Some years ago a merchant of Dav- 
enport returned home after a tour of 
Europe. One of the thoughts he brought back was 
that beautiful river fronts could be built along the 
Mississippi as well as along the Seine and Rhine. 

Davenport, more slovenly even than St. Louis, was 
using a part of its levee as a garbage dump. It was 
piled high with refuse, tin cans, old shoes, barrels and 
ali kinds of rubbish. However, the city had been fore- 
handed in one direction. It owned the riparian rights 
for three miles along the river. : 

The merckant, whose name is W. D. Petersen, told 
the city fathers they ought to reclaim this land, make 
it into parks and freight terminal units, and move 
out the switching tracks. They laughed at him. “Just 
a rich man’s hobby,” they said. 

“T’ll pay you $90,000 for the riparian rights, then,” 
he retorted. The smiles faded from the faces of the 
local solons. They began to figure that if the river 
frontage was worth that to one man, it could be 
made worth more for the city. 

So the Levee Improvement Commission was formed, 
Petersen was named chairman, bonds were issued and 
the river front for a distance of a mile was reclaimed. 
A sea wall was laid out in the stream parallel with 
the bank, and the area behind it filled in. The first 
nine acres thus reconstructed were made into a park, 
which, being only a block from the heart of the city, 
is now valued at $1,000,000. The cost was $50,000. 
Petersen had made $950,000 for the city. 


While the work was in progress, Petersen became 
known about the country as “the millionaire straw 
boss.” There is no exaggeration about either the ‘‘mil- 
lionaire” or the “straw boss.” His fortune is far over 
a million, and he made the money himself. No one 
who sees him down on the levee, always where the

For the millionaire merchant believed the only way 
to get work done and get it done right was to look 
after it himself. None of this sitting in the office and 
issuing orders—for him. He appointed himself the 
boss of the work, hired and fired men, directed the 
laying of portions of sea wall, checked up material and 
audited all bills. And he did it so well that the city 
reappointed him year after year. 

Petersen has been a fearless protector of the city’s 
rights. He told everybody where to get off. He made 
three railroad presidents spend $500,000 in building a 
new freight house and new sWitch yards, which re- 
moved the switching belt from the city’s front door, 
beautified the river front and cut the annual death toll 
of railroad accidents by more than a score. 

He talked to.the City Council, the Mayor and factory 
owners just as he talked to workingmen on the levee.

The reclamation work has not been completed, al- 
though 19 acres of city dump have vanished. Ten 
acres are laid out in freight terminal units, which 
bring in to the city an annual rental that not only pays 
bond interest, but in a short term of years will retire 
the bonds. Davenport is ready for inland waterway traf- 
fic whenever it begins. It has a municipal warehouse 
and plans for a great factory section with river wharf- 
age. 

The entire project will reclaim 141 acres and cost 
$750,000. The value of this land, when reconstructed, 
is estimated at $5,000,000. 

And alt of this does not add one cent to the taxes 
of the citizens. The improvement is not only paying 
for itself, but 'n time will prove a big revenue producer, 

Petersen is still the straw boss. When work on the 
levee comes to a halt he goes to California for a yaca- 
tion. When it opens up again he ends his vacation and 
hurries back to the job. 

St. Louis’ activity on its waterfront has been lime 
ited to building a municipal dock at the foot of North 
Market street, which is expected, on its completion, to 
be the most modern water terminal on any of the in- 
land waters of the United States. It will handle 
freight consigned to river carriage, and chief emphasis 
has been laid upon the adoption of devices for reduce 
ing the cost of handling freight, which is one of the 
niajor expenses of river operation. With an appropria- 
tion of $300,000, made by the
